The opposition group also has 
made a bid for support of or- 
ganized labor by accusing Cos- 
tello of an anti-labor attitude.

Nehru, Chou 
To Meet on 
Border Fight 


New Delhi Talks 
in April to Be Ex- 
planatory, Lead- 
ers Say. 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 29 (AP). 
INDIAN PRIME Minister 
Nehru and Red Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai agreed today 
to an April meeting in New Delhi 
to discuss their border dispute. 


Both leaders made clear that 
they regarded the talks as ex- 
ploratory, with the prospect of 
setting in motion negotiations for 
settling the frontier feud which 
has brought bloodshed. 


Nehru’s announcement that 
he was agreeable to meeting 
Chou “‘sometime in April’ drew 
applause in parliament. 

Leaders of the opposition 
Praja (peoples) Socialist party 
and the right-wing Jan Sangh 
party have objected to talks with 
Chou so long as the Communists 
occupy territory claimed by 
India. 

Nehru sought to forestall a row 
by declaring, “I am sure when 
he (Chou) comes here he will be 
received with the courtesy and 
hospitality which India always 
gives to distinguished visitors.” 

No definite date has been fixed 
for the meeting. 

Nehru had suggested March, 
but Chou replied that he would 
be busy with state affairs then 
and said bluntly, ‘‘I shall come 
to your country in April.’”’ 

The Indian leader told Parlia- 
ment that the meeting would 
have to be early in April as he 
is flying to London for a com- 
monwealth prime ministers’ con- 
ference late in the month. 

Socialist leaders noted Chou’s 
acceptance of the invitation to 
New Delhi was timed just before 
Nehru confers again with Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev in Calcutta 
this week, a stopover by the 
Russian returning from  In- 
donesia. 

Khrushchev has appealed pub- 
licly to both New Delhi and Peip- 
ing to settle their differences 
peacefully. 

Despite the impending meet- 
ing, the government announced

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29. 


UNEMPLOYMENT WILL continue at a relatively high rate 
this year, Democratic members of the Joint Congressional Eco- 
nomic Committee predicted today in a report rapping President 
Eisenhower fcr lackadaisical economic policies. 


In a review of the annual eco- 
nomic report the President sub- 
mitted to Congress Jan. 20, 
Democratic committee members 
forecast continued comparative 
price stability in 1960. They ac- 
cused Republicans of placing 
“undue emphasis’’ on dangers of 
inflation. 

Republican members of the 
committee filed a sharply dis- 


senting report in which they 
strongly defended Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s economic policies. They 
charged Democrats with playing 
an economic “numbers game” 
in an effort to show that growth 
has been slow under the Repub- 
lican Administration. 

At a press conference, Repre- 
sentative Thomas B. Curtis of 
Missouri, ranking Republican 
member of the committee, 
charged that extreme, partisan 
languge used by Democrats in 


writing their report had made it 
impossible for Republicans to | 
join in the document. 

Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, chairman of the 
committee, replied in a state- 
ment that the minority wanted 
the Democrats “to put a stamp 
of approval” on economic poli- 
cies the Democrats could not 
support. 

THE DEMOCRATIC REPORT 
offered what was, in effect, a 
counter economic program to 
that outlined by President Eisen- 
hower. It made a series of rec- 
ommendations, including propos- 
als for fiscal and monetary 
reforms, more equitable tax pol- 
icies, revised priorities in federal 
spending programs, more flex- 
ible monetary policy with the 
supply of currency keeping pace 
with economic growth, stronger 
anti-trust programs and a va- 


riety of social and welfare pro- 
grams aimed at producing 
greater economic growth. 

It held out the prospect of 
achieving savings of 10 billion 
dollars through economies in fed- 
eral purchasing procedures and 
a beginning om tax reforms, in- 
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tiated a $400,000,000 trade agree-

The Dangerous Gamble 


There has been a rush of new and con- 
vincing evidence that the Administration errs 
badly in contending our defenses are “inde- 
structible” today and are constantly being 
“developed to meet the needs of tomorrow.” 

Some of the strongest evidence of the weak- 
ness of our defense posture emanated from 
the Senate Subcommittee on National Policy 
Machinery. The hearing before this group is 
regarded by many officials in Washington as 
one of the most significant Congressional ef- 
forts in many years. The subcommittee was 
established for the purpose of making the 
first comprehensive review of our national 
security policy process since the passage of 
the National Security Act in 1947. 

The first witness, Robert E. Lovett, a Re- 
publican, who was Secretary of Defense and 
Under Secretary of State in the Truman Ad- 
ministration, said the United States was doing 
“less than its best” and losing prestige. He 
supported the charge that the Budget Bureau 
exercises an inordinate influence in the Gov- 
ernment’s policy decisions. 

This same charge was implicit in the testi- 
mony of the next two witnesses, Robert C. 
Sprague, an industrialist and banker, and 
James P. Baxter, president of Williams Col- 
lege, both of whom were members of the 
panel which made the Gaither report to 
President Eisenhower in 1957. 

Mr. Sprague spoke of “the failure of most 
Americans to realize” the dangers facing the 
nation. Mr. Baxter said that he was ready to 
pay whatever taxes were needed for adequate 
defense and so would everybody else “if they 
realized all that is at stake.” 

One of the nation’s foremost space scien- 
tists, Dr. William H. Pickering, gave the 
House Science and Astronautics Committee 
an unhappy picture last Wednesday of how 
confusion and indecision have been hamper- 
ing both military and civilian space programs.

SHORT-TERM MONEY 


COST: RISE IS SEEN}

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29—Short- 
term interest costs are edging 
higher and prospects are that 
they will keep on climbing at 
least through the middle of 
March. 

That is the pattern they fol- 
lowed over the last four quar- 
terly tax payment dates and the 
experts think the pattern will 
hold again. 

The quarterly rate increases 
appear to be caused partly by 
heavy borrowing demands and 
partly by the panicky expecta- 
tions of still higher rates that de- 
velop when money costs begin to 
climb. 

The big quarterly borrowers 
are corporations. They need 
cash to pay taxes and dividends. 

The March tax-dividend date 
customarily is the heaviest of 
the year. The Federal Reserve 
System usually offsets some but 
not all of the seasonal pressure 
and it is expected to hold to its 
normal practive during the weeks 
ahead. 

Latest Rate Bulge. 

The latest interest rate bulge 
came over the December-Janu- 
ary payment date. The three- 
month bill yield climbed during 
December and then soared to 
an artificial peak of 4.59 per 
cent in the week of Jan, 9. 

A downward correction fol- 
lowed. The bill yield fell about 
one per cent to a low in mid- 
February before beginning the 
fresh advance that appears to 
be still in progress. 

Each of the quarterly rate in- 
creases has given way to a de- 
cline .but the latest drop was 
the sharpest of the past year, It 
more than offset the December- 
January rise and pushed yields 
back to their October level. 

Downturn After Rise? 

Expectations are that the cur- 
rent advance will be followed 
by a compensating downturn 
but that is something that no 
one can predict for certain. 

Chances are that an offsetting 
dip will appear if the business 
upturn continues on its cur- 
rent steady but unspectacular 
course.

, hands are breaking out. She was found to be allergic to 14 


different things, one of which was milk. I was told to keep 
her off milk and all things made with milk. Do you think 
this is advisable? She is a growing girl and I feel she 
needs milk in her diet. MRS. S.S.” 


There are three possibilities in controlling a food allergy. 
First, avoid the food that causes the allergy. Second, seek 
to desensitize the patient, so the food will not touch off 
the allergic attack, or will not touch it off if the food is 
taken in moderate amounts. Third, use medication to mini- 
mize the effect of the offending food. 

For the girl who is allergic to milk, the first two 
methods are the most logical. ! 

Milk is an important part of the diet of a growing girl. 
It contains protein, calcium and vitamin A, and all of these 
are needed. : 


Or, of course, you may find 
that relatively small of milk may be tolerated by 
the system and not bring on the allergy. Likewise this may 
be true of the milk used in baked goods, etc., for it is not 
easy to avoid milk altogether. It is well to. keep in mind 
that symptoms caused by allergy

WINTER is a time of waiting 
for Mrs. Dora Schreiber. Through 
thick glasses, she watches the 
skies darken, r ‘mind’s 
eye, she sees ice masses clog- 
ging the Mississippi river. 


The picture does not delight 
Mrs. Schreiber. She would pre- 
fer a free-flowing river under a 
warm sun, and she would like to 
watch it from the deck of the pa- 
latial old  stern-wheeler, the 
Delta Queen. 

Now 80 years old, Mrs. Schrei- 
ber has developed such an at- 
tachment for the river since her 
first trip.66 years ago that she 
probably qualifies as.St. Louis’s 
most experienced riverboat pas- 
senger. 

Mrs. Schreiber does not need 
to shuffle through a batch of 
travel folders to decide what to 
do next summer. Let others bask 
on a Florida beach or motor 
through Europe or see the New 
York shows. She will ply the 
Mississippi aboard the Delta 
Queen, last overnight excursion 
boat still operating on America’s 
inland waterways. 


Her formula varies but slightly 
from year yto year. Where last 
year she made seven trips of 
from 10 to 20 days each, this 
year she has reservations for 
eight trips. 

“T usually start in May,” she 
said, looking up from a brochure 
listing the Cincinnati-based stern- 
wheeler’s ‘upcoming schedule. 
“But this time I’m going earlier, 
in April. There will be four trips 
to Néw Ofleans—that’s 20 days 
each—14 days to Chattanooga, 10 
to Pittsburgh, 10 to Reelfoot 
Lake and 20 to St. Paul. 

“I'll be gone in April, May and 
June, and I'll come home for 
July and August. That’s when the 
Queen has seven-day trips. I 
don’t like them. They’re too 
short. There are too many chil- 
dren for me. School is out then, 
and the kids make too much 
racket. 

“Then I’ go to. St. Paul in 
September, come back and stay 
in Cincinnati for two days and 
make two more trips to New 
Orleans. 

“I’ll get home about Nov. 11 
or 12, when they close for the 
season. Then I’ll stay home all 
winter and wait for it to start 
all over again.” 

A small, stooped, gray-haired 
woman, Mrs. Schreiber is an 
unlikely candidate for the nauti- 
cal life. ‘Nothing of the river- 
man is apparent in her bearing. 

But watch the eyes when the 
subject is, mentioned. Ask her 
what there is about river travel 
that has captured her fancy. 
Ask if she gets tired of the 
same old boat, the same old 
crew, the same old docks and 
currents and riverside trees. 
The pleasure that lights her eyes 
is answer enough, and the words 
could as easily remain un- 
spoken. : 

For variety’s sake, Mrs. 
Schreiber once took an ocean 
trip. It was her last one. 

“You don’t see anything on 
the ocean,”’ she explained. “‘You 
‘can sit all day and see nothing 
but fish jumping out of the 
water. On the river you can 
see trees and towns and houses. 
People will wave at you from 

“The river is so restful and 
peaceful.’ You can always count 
on lovely scenery all the way. 
No, it never gets monotonous 
to me. There are always new 
people to meet.and old friends 
to talk to.” 


As best she can figure, Mrs. 
Schreiber has taken about 200 
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Journey's end for the Golden Eagle. The Mississippi 
river passenger packet sank in 1947, afte

river excursions in her life- 
time. The last 75 or so were 
aboard the Delta Queen. 


Mrs.. Schreiber manages the 
finances of these extended 
travels despite modest circum- 
stances. The widow of a grocer 
who shared her great love for 
the river, she lives in a middle- 
sized brick home at 6560 Hoff- 
man avenue with her only son 
and. daughter-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer L. Schreiber. 


The river-travel bug moved in 
on Mrs. Schreiber when she.was 
an impressionable teen-ager, ac- 
companying an aunt aboard a 
packet from St. Louis to Alton. 
But it was 1903 before she real- 
ized her ambition to take a long 
journey aboard a riverboat. 

She had married Louis J. 
Schreiber only a few months 
earlier, and the newlyweds de- 
cided they had lived long 
enough without a river excur- 
sion to talk about. As any good 
husband would do, Schreiber 
strolled down to the docks one 
day, plunked down $20 and re- 
turned to his bride with two 
round-trip tickets aboard a Lee 
Line packet to Memphis. 

They were among only a few 
passengers squeezed in with a 
cargo of freight, and every 
minute of the 10-day trip was a 
delight. | 

(“Imagine, a 10-day round-trip 
at $10 apiece,” Mrs, Schreiber 
said with a sad smile. Referring 
to ‘her Delta Queen brochure, 
she discovered that a 10-day trip 
next season will cost from $170 
to $265.) 

For the next 40 years, the 
Schreibers tried to make at, least 
one river trip a year, even if 
it meant closing their grocery 
store on Connecticut street for 
a time. But these yearly trips 
were just preliminaries, so far 
as Mrs. Schreiber’s travels are 
concerned. After her husband 
died in 1943, she began spend- 
ing more and more time on the 
river.

“We stood around in the mud 
all night. Somebody remembered

“Once I got on the Delta 
Queen, I liked it so well I just 
decided to go as often as I 
could,” she said. Other boats 
slowly disappeared from the 
river, but the Delta Queen 
steamed on. 

Then, in January 1958, Mrs. 
Letha Greene of Cincinnati, own- 
er of the boat, announced she 
was ready to sell out because 
reservations for the next season 
‘ould not pay the bills. It looked 
like the end for the Queen and 
the end of Mrs. Dora Schreiber’s 
good times. 

“Oh, when I heard what was 
happening, I prayed every niglit,” 


she said. “I'd say, ‘It can’t 
quit. It has to run. It can’t
